GASSIAB, 

"There's a swoot little ohocub that sits 
up alcift and looks after the soul of poor 
Jack," runs tho sailor ditty. But thoro 
ia a sour, turbulent mid bail cherub which 
now and u^ain manifests itself through the 
Times in an effort to attach a fictitious 
value to the decaying intorests of tho dis- 
trict uf Cassiar. Last evening the cherub 
u*fw even more noisy than usual, and tried 
hard to induce people to be blindfolded to 
the true condition of thiiiHa in tho north- 
ern gold fields. As it is impossible for the 
Times to print an article on any subject 
that does not reflect on the government or 
The Coluiti.it, tho public are informed that 
tho effort to decry Oassiar is a govern- 
ment plot, and that The Colonist is an in- 
strument to carry it out. No one will 
accuse, tho Standard of being a govern- 
moot organ. It i3 a dyed in tho wool 
oppositionist, and looks forward with 
greedy expectancy to the time when there 
will be a cTiango of gdvernment and it will 
bo again able to thrust its nose into the 
public crib. Tho Standard, therefore, 
cannot bo accused of playing into the 
hands of the government. On Saturday 
last that paper published the following 
significant paragraph : 

CASSIAR— MINIMI BELOW I'AK. 

Wo obtain from a miner who has re- 
aided in the Cassia"' country for the last 
six years, and who arrived here a fow 
days ago by the steamship Anoon, tho 
following items: 

MINING . 

No new mining discoveries have been 
made this year up to tho timo he left Oas- 
siar. The old claims are nearly all worked 
out and no new ones discovered. The 
consequence is that must of the miners 
who were there have left tho country On 
MoDames creek there are only about 28 
white miners, and about tho same num- 
ber of Chinaman. Tho Lome claim ia 
the only one on the creek which is mak- 
ing more than grub, and the minors in it 
are taking out about $10 a day to the 
hand. Tibetts creek has about 25 white 
minors at work on it, who are taking out 
about enough gold to pay their expenses. 
There are no Chinese on this creek. 
Dease creek has about 1 white miners 
and a few Chinese. None of tho claims 
average more than grub. 

ON Till: l>E LOIIiK 
there are only three miners and they are 
white men. What they are doing is not 
known. The Chine.su all left that , section 
of the Cassiar country last year. The 
milling prospects in the Cassiar country 
appear to be anything but encouraging, 
and the number who are thero now will 
soon be less if no new strike is made 
soon. 

Readers may draw their own conclu- 
sions of the importance of Cassiar from 
the above; but we cannot help thinking 
that a section in which a Chinaman can- 
not make a living must be a mighty poor 
place for a white man. 

CHANCES FoTTyoUNG MEN. 

A young country for young men is tho 
mainspring to ambition and one great in- 
centive to action for future emoluments. 
Opportunities in British Columbia are 
bountifully bestowed on every aspiring 
youth, and it remains with the individual 
to frame his whole future at the outset 
and hold it as a mirror before him through 
all the progress of advancing elements 
that mould into great countries, great 
men and noble achievements. Thero is 
not a country in the world to-day where 
bo many advantages for future fame and 
profit are offered to the rising generation 
as British Columbia. Rich in miles of 
undeveloped country, sure uf mines with 
untold treasure, safe in the security of 
her position, grand because she is an off- 
spring of Old England— this province is 
destined to attain a commercial wealth 
and iinpertauee equal to that of any ter- 
ritory of similar area on the continent. 
This may appear to be an extravagant 
statement, though its credibility must be 
admitted when the resources are compar- 
ed with those of other new countries that 
have in a few years developed into pow- 
erful governments. It. ia not the present 
position held by our young men that de- 
termines the prospective amount of for - 
tune and fume likely to accrue. Some of 
the leading men of Victoria to-day were 
working on the roads only a few years 
ago, and by faith in the country and per- 
severance they have made rapid strides 
on tho road to fortune. What has been 
done may be done, and the young man 
who is not afraid to doff his coat and ac 
cept the lirst job that is offered is the one 
who will be found at. tho top of the tree 
after a Ions climb. 



THE BINDER Y ' >SCA NDA L." 

Our not over-nice and generally incur 
rect evening contemporary magnifies the 
binding of the statutes into n '-.scandal." 
We submit, that our o. C. has failed to 
show directly that there has been any - 
thing scandalous about the proceeding; 
although by a mean indendo it strives to 
convoy the idea that the "cumpleU covers" 
for tho work wore smugglud into the 
province by the party who did the bind- 
ing. This is a scandalous inuendo, in- 
deed, and if proven would justify the 
government in refusing to pay for the 
work. We are inclined to think that the 
Times is "drawing the long bow" again — 
a habit which on several occasions has got 
it into serious trouble. We have reason 
to know that the government have acted 
in perfect, good faith from first to hist in 
this matter; but, to prevent even the 
slightest suspicion of unfairness wo would 
again suggest that tenders be invited for 
all binding required by the. government, 
the situ nun, beinL! that till the work 
shall be done within the province. This 
will bo the most direct way out, of the 
difficulty, and will prevent tho Times 
from conjuring up another "scandal" 
from the flimsy materials of a suspected 
evasion of the custom laws.

Expenditures on Account of the 
Indian*. 

To the Editor:— If you will kindly 
look at the 125th pago of tho Annual Re- 
port of tho Department of Indian Affairs, 
you will observe that a large grant of pub- 
lic money has been made, o ititled legis- 
lative appropriation, etc, Indians of 
British Columbia generally. Thou, sir, 
take your pencil and sum up the coat of 
maintenance o f tho various offices and 
agencies in connection with the Depart- 
ment of Indian Affairs in this province, 
and you will be surprised to learn that 
nearly four fifths of this largo appropria- 
tion have beuu devoted to this purpose. 
Your surprise will be still greater when 
you read on tho 127th pago of said report 
only the sum of £1,313.72 has been ex- 
pended for tile maintenance of Indian 
schools. Notwithstanding this disparity 
the desire of the Indian department 
seems to bo to multiply agencies. If this 
be done, the w hole appropriation will lie 
required to pay the employe's of the gov- 
ernment. Then, the poor Indian will 
have to go sans schools, sans everything. 

Look, sir, at some of the items of ex- 
penditure: 11. M, S. Heroine was paid 
§102.00 for board of Agent McKay while 
on his memorable trip to Motlakahtla, 
olio way only; for Mr. McKay returned 
by another ship. One hundred and two 
dollars and ninety cents for a few days' 
hoard ! What could he have had to eat 
to cost so much ( Then, Mr. McKay, 
for the two thirds of that year received, 
in addition to his salary and this amount 
for board, §.'300 traveling expenses. This 
may all bo legitimate expenditure. it is 
well worth knowing. 

What benefit are the Indians deriving 
from this large expenditure I Let us ex- 
amine the report of one of those agents. 
Take Mr. Blinkinsop's. On the 102d 
page he says: "They (the Indians) have 
had reasonable offers of help in material 
and my personal aid in the matter of con- 
struction. * * * There is no hope of 
amelioration." What a- contrast with the 
condition of affairs where the mission- 
aries have been at work, Christianizing 
and civilizing the natives without tho aid 
of agents. Look at the Indian villages 
up the northwest coast. ■ There the mis- 
sionaries have induced the Indians to 
build excellent houses without those "re- 
markable offers." 

Mr. li. has not been able to stop pot 
latching, for at Alert Bay last year a big 
potlateh was held in his very presence, 
but tho missionaries up the northwest 
coast, whero there are no agents, have 
suppressed potlatching. Mr. li. has also 
failed to put down gambling, it being 
earned on before his eyes in broad day- 
light. The missionaries without agents 
have put down this vice by moral suasion. 
The only good Mr. B. claims to have 
achieved is the prevention of "the intro- 
duction of spirituous liquors to a great 
extent and preserved the peace." This 
the missionaries have done without agents. 

What need then for so many agents / 
Better expend more of tho money to on- 
curage Indians to follow more closely 
industrial and intellectual pursuits. Hop- 
ing that tho people will see that their 
money is expended in tiie way productive 
of the most good. Bene.

EJoi'R, Aug. 4. — From parties just in 
from the new diggings wo learn tho fol- 
lowing particulars: Tho diggers are on 
Granite Croek, on the north f.irk of the 
Semilkameen river, about 65 miles from 
Hope. Very little has been done with 
tho exception of prospecting, which pro- 
mises well.

CORONER'S IXO.UEST 

On ilie Bodies-ot'the Two China ■ 
men Foaiul in the Wreck. 

Tho iuquost on the bodies of the two 
Chinamen, Wang Foot and Leo Sam 
Uing, rescued from the wreck of the 
steamer Enterprise on Saturday last, was 
continued yesterday afternoon at the 
Police barracks beforo Coroner E. M. 
Johnson and the following jury: F. 
Campbell, jr., T. Davis, John Bugg, Win. 
Bickford, Win, Ciodseii aim Will. V. 
Brown. 

Superintendent Roycroft and Deputy 
Attorney-General Irving conducted tho 
examination for the government and Mr. 
Galloway for tho C. P. N. Company. 

Dr. Chipp being sworn testified to ex- 
amining tho bodies after they wore 
brought to tho undertakers, and found no 
marks of violence on them. They had 
tho appearance of having died from suffo- 
cation, either by drowning or otherwise. 
They must have been unconscious when 
death ousued, as tho hands were loose and 
no apparent struggle had been made. The 
llesh of drowned people generally re- 
sembled goose llesh, but in these cases it 
was different owing, no doubt, It. the un- 
consciousness nf the victims. My opinion 
is that, they were asleep when death over 
took them. 

Mr. (i ill. .way, cross-examining — If 
they hud been asleep fr in the effects ..f 
opium would it not have been more dilli- 
eolt to arouse them I 

Dr Chipp— Certainly; opium would 
have that effect; 1 could not say thai the 
absence of the goose-flesh appearance wan 
due to the use of opium which produced 
unconsciousness. 

Mr. Wm. Ingram testified that on 
Thursday last ho recovered two bodies 
from the wreck by diving. One had the 
iron grating of the window of the state- 
room grasped tightly in his baud, and he 
| secured the body by taking out the win- 
dow. The lingers of the hand were cut, 
ho supposed by the breaking of the win 
dow glass. The stateroom where the 
man was found was 18 inches below the 
water. This was Leo Sam Uing, the 
smaller man; he handed the body over t.. 
Constable McNeil. He found in the 
pockets of deceased §li;5" 'JO in cash, a 
cheque for §101) and three registered lot 
tors; he thought the time this body was 
found to be about ten o'clock in tho 
morning. Wang Foot was found in the 
same room, but ho could not toll in what 
part of the room; .he felt for the body 
from the outside with a boalhook, and 
when he found it ho could not get it 
through tho window as it was too large; 
but the next day ho got inside the boat 
and after bursting tho door of the room 
obtained tho body; he thought ho had 
died easier than his companion, as ho was 
found on his bunk and it was supposed he 
had died there; ho searched him and 
found §909 in money orders and §5!KJ in 
cheques and bills; this body was turned 
over to Constables McNeil and Lewis; the 
Enterprise was struck on thu port side of 
the foremost part of the paddlowheel box; 
the money was counted by tho constables; 
ho was not sure as to the exact amount; 
tho room where the bodies wore found ho 
thought belonged to tho crow and not tho 
passengers. 

Captain Rudlin deposed that ho was in 
command of tho Enterprise at tho time of 
the collision, on Tuesday, 28th ultimo. 
Tho disaster occurred about '200 yards olF 
Cadboro Point. Ho was in the pilot-house 
when he first saw tho Rithot coining to- 
wards him from a southern direction. 
When ho first saw that vessel he was 
about 300 yards to tho northwest of Cad- 
boro Point; ho heard the whistle of the 
Rithet, and Mr. Leach, the mate of tho 
Enterprise, answered it. At that time 
the Enterprise was heading southeast as 
noar as possible, and ho assisted Loach at 
tho wheel to got it hard aport; tho boat 
had swung south by west, and, the Hood 
tide having struck us, it required two 
m 'ii at the wheel. That was our position 
at the timu of the collision. Ho could 
not say the exact position of tho helm at 
the time, as they both left the pilot-house 
a few momenta bef iro the shock occurred. 
The Rithet struck the Enterprise about 
eight feet in front of tho pilot-house, 
abreast the hatch, carried away the mast 
at the same time, and -.:ut her a distance 
of 20 foot. Tho force of tho collision 
broke tho arm and two ribs of Mr. Leach. 
A minute beforo it occurred both vessels 
were going at full speed, but at the time 
they met they both had thoir engines 
stopped. The Rithet appeared to be com- 
ing in a straight lino towards the Enter- 
prise At the time of tho crash himself 
and the mate were landed on the deck of 
the Rithet. The bows of that vessel pen- 
etrated right into the saloon deck of the 
Enterprise. The steamers were locked 
together a few minutes, until everything 
was saved that could bo, and then the 
Rithet backed off and the Western Slope 
to. ik t he Enterprise in tow. That vessel 
was still floating, Although a portion of 
her boiv was submerged. After the 
Rithet backed off ho got into a small boat 
to look after the Enterprise. He thought 
Harry Raul veil, one of the Pallet's crew, 
was at tho w heel at the time i if the accident. 
Capt. Insley was in command of the 
Rithet; ho was on board tluit vessel three 
or four minutes before ho saw Captain 
L;jlty, then ho saw him in tho pilot house. 
Tho Enterprise minded her holm well and 
was a paddle wheel steamer; the Rithet is 
astern wheel steamer; the former boat 
drew the most water. There is plenry of 
room off the point, but lie kept clout- in 
to take advantage of the title. He went 
on board the Enterprise .about an hour 
after the collision, when she was ground- 
ed in tho bay, and remained on her until 
Sunday. He could not tell how many 
passengers there were aboard his boat. 
Ono boat on tho Enterprise was cut off by 
the Rithot. Tho starboard boat aft was 
lowered' by McDonald, one of tho crew, 
who jumped overboard to do so. Stuart 
King jumped from the Rithot and cut the 
port boat aft. The linterprise had live 
boats, all of which wore in good order, no 
boats wore smashed. He did not see any 
people in the water excoptiog two French- 
men who were thrown off his boat by tho 
force of the concussion, and some Indians, 
all of whom afterwards boarded tho Rith- 
et. Ho saw a number of passengers in the 
boats; there were seven boats in tho wa- 
ter in all, and three Indian canoes. The 
reason he did not board I he Enterprise 
before sli3 wan beached was because he 
could do no good there; he saw a bullock 
in tho after saloon, rushing round in n 
furious condition, and that was tho only 
part of the vessel then accessible. 

To Mr. I rving — The Rithet was on the 
port bow; wo kept to the starboard shore 
which is our general practice; wo wore r.s 
close to shore as it was safe to run. If 
not signalled by whistle tho port was the 
proper side to pass another vessel. On 
this particular occasaion the Rithet whis- 
tled uncc, and was uuswefbd by us, mi 
that it was agreed 'between us we should 
pass on port side. Tho Rithot could havo 
passed aquartur of a milo to our port Bitle 
had she wished. Tho Rithet struck 
U3 between two ant] three points 
off our bow. The collision 



occurred about 200 yards after wo had 
been struck by the flood tide; ho did not 
think it was more than three seconds after 
the collision before tho Enterprise struck ; 
she went down bow forward, listing to 
port; tho room where tho dead Chinamen 
woro found he thought would bo under 
water two minutes after the collision; tho 
after port room was used for different pur- 
poses; on this occasion it was used as a 
Chinese cook's room ; tho bells had been 
relitted and acted properly; there wore 
five boats on the Enterprise, four were sot 
in davits and one w.ts laid on top of the 
saloon, ail were furnished with oars and 
tho necessary outfit; he thought the boats 
would hold eighty people l os d s 'lie crew 
tho linterprise was allowed to carry 200 
passengers and had enough life preservers 
for that number; she answered her helm 
well; he was properly certified as was also 
his mate.

A PETRIFIED ITIA.V 

Said to Have Been Unearthed 
in Happy Valley. 

A novol sensation was caused yesterday 
by two well-diggers on Mr. Gilbert's farm 
in Happy Valley, who unearthed a mam- 
moth petrified man at a depth of eight 
toot from the surface. After some hard 
work the immense petrifaction was loaded 
into a wagon and convoyed to tlm city. 
It has every appearance of organic fossil 
remains that have been subjected to the 
action of water impregnated with carbon- 
ate of lime. The rock is very natural, 
and is a mixture of grauito and quartz, 
through which can bo traced distinct par- 
ticles of pyrites of iron. A peculiarity 
of the composition is that it is to- 
tally different from any rock formation 
hitherto discovered on the island. The 
immense body is minus two limbs and 
arms, which will probably bo discovered.

Cholera'— The Three Stages. 
[Youth's Companion.] 
Tlie lung'; are co\ cred on the outside by 
& membrane that secretes a thin Iluiii, 
which prevents a hurtful friction of the 
lungs ami chest against each oilier.

[lamination of this membrane is pleurisy.

Its inflammation 
is bronchitis. The air cells of the iiiujjp

.substance. 

la pneumonia a fluid exudes into lliu 
air cells from the congested blood vessels, 
and solidities there, tints proven ling all 
access of air to (hem. This inllainn.atiou 
is at lirst generally conllued to a single 
point, whence il extends through a single 
lobe. From this il may extend succes- 
sively to other lobes, or even to the other 
lung. It will he remembered that the 
right lung lias three lobes, anil the left 
two. JietlOO uctito pneumonia is called 
lobar pneumonia. 

Pneumonia may be primary or second- 
ary. It is secondary when due to soma 
other disease, as measles, typhoid fever, 
scarlatina, acute rheumatism, puerperal 
fever, gangrene of the month lin children I, 
scurvy, lirighl's disease, bronchitis, etc. 

Primary, acute, or lobar pneumonia is 
sudden in its onset, and is generally 
ushered in with a chill, followed soon 
with pain, sometimes severe, at or near 
the nipple. I sually, but not always, 
there is a cough, with little expectoration 
at lirst, but which at length becomes ad- 
hesive and red, like iron rust. The ap- 
pearance of this colored expectoration 
fully settles the character of the disease. 
There is. of course, fever, with increasing 
frequency and dilliculty of breathing.
